Her# it is. 
In the early days of bacteri­ 
ology, scientist# discov ered th# 
bacteria which caused many in­ 
fection#, and mov ed th# “germ 
theory” up uito tho category of 
“germ fact.” They discov ered th# 
cause of pneumonia, diphtheria, 
tuberculosis, wound infection, and 
dozen* of other condition#. But 
there remained a large group of 
v ery rn TF. mon contagious discase# 
for which all their methods failed 
to discov er the causativ e germ. 
These included measles, mumps, 
chickenpox, smallpox, the common 
cold, infantile paralysis, and many 
others. 
Ct as# ti v c Organism 
They ar# obv iously reused by 
some kind of a germ, because, Ilk# 
the prov ed germ diseases, they are 
accompanied by fev er, they are 
contagious, transmitted from on# 
person to another, and one attaek 
in must case# (the common cold 
is a notable exception) confers 
life long immunity. 
The idea gradually gained 
ground that the causativ e organ­ 
ism in these diseases is too small 
to be sees with our present micro­ 
scopic technique. 
For instance, 


they will pas- through the finest 
filters. The nasal washings of a 
person with a cold can be ground 
up in salt solution and passed 
through a filter which will hold 
back any ordinary bacteria, and 
the filtrate injected into another 
nos-, will produce a cold. 
Speculations as to just what 
they are range from the idea that 
they are, an inanimate form of 
life, a crystal that has the power 
of multiplying, or that they are 
a form of life unfamiliar to us, or 
that they are just plain too small 
to be seen with our present equip­ 
ment 


Difficulties of Observ ing 
Another difficulty about study­ 
ing them is that they do not grow 
on the ordinary' culture media that 
other bacteria grow on 
such as 
milk, potato. Bouillon, agar. They 
multiply only hi eon tact with liv ­ 
ing cells, and probably they hav e 
to be inside the cell. Also specific 
immune serums, such as diphthe­ 
ria antitoxin against diphtheria, 
are not successful again v irus dis­ 
eases, probably for the fact that 
the v irus gets inside the cells of 
the host and the anti-toxin can’t 
reach it. 
The latest addition to the list 
of v irtu diseases is v irus pneu­ 
monia, which has nude its ap­ 
pearance on this continent during 
the last two or three years. It is 
a broncho-pneumonia which show# 
shadow- on an X-ray plate. The 
course is usually mild, although 
sev ere prostration occurs in some 
cases. The fev er and other symp­ 
toms run a long course, compared 
to other pneumonias, up lo sev eral 
weeks.

In the early days of bacteri­ 
ology, scientists discovered the 
bacteria which caused many in­ 
fections, and moved the “germ 
theory'’ up into the category of 
“germ fact-" They discovered the 
cause of pneumonia, diphtheria, 
tuberculosis, wound infection, and 
a ole os of other conditions. But 
there remained a large group of 
very common contagious diseases 
for which all their methods failed 
to discover the causative germ. 
These included measles, mumps, 
chickenpox, smallpox, the common 
cold, infantile paralysis, and many 
others. 
Causative Orguawm 
They are obviously caused by 
some kind of a germ, because, like 
the proved germ diseases, they are 
accompanied by fever, they are 
contagious, transmitted from ons 
person to another, and one attack 
in moat cases (the common cold 
is a notable exception) confers 
life long immunity. 
The idea gradually gained 
ground that the causative organ­ 
ism in these diseases is too small 
to be seea with our present micro­ 
scopic technique. 
For instance,

filters. The nasal washings of a 
person with a cold can be ground 
up in salt solution and passed 
through a filter which will hold 
hack any ordinary bacteria, and 
the filtrate injected into another 
noe. will produce a cold. 
8peculations as to just what 
they are range from the idea that 
they are, an inanimate form of 
life, a crystal that has the power 
of multiplying, or that they are 
a form of life unfamiliar to us, or 
thst they are just plain too smalt 
to be seen with our present equip­ 
ment. 


Difficult** of Observing 
Another difficulty about study­ 
ing them is that they do not grow 
on the ordinary culture media that 
other bacteria grow on — such as 
milk. potato. Bouillon, agar. They 
multiply only in contact with liv­ 
ing cells, and probably they have 
to be inside the cell. Also specific 
immune serums, such as diphthe­ 
ria antitoxin against diphtheria, 
are not successful again virus dis­ 
eases , probably for the fact that 
the virus gets inside the cells of 
the host and the anti-toxin can’t 
reach it. 
The latest addition to th# list 
of virus diseases is virus pneu­ 
monia, which has made its ap­ 
pearance on this continent during 
the last two or three years. It is 
a broncho-pneumonia which shows 
shadow* on sn X-ray plate. The 
course is usually mild, although 
severe prostration occurs in some 
cases. The fever and other symp­ 
toms run s long course, compared 
to other pneumonias, up to several 
weeks.

Under the program, a person de­ 
ferred for agriculture may be re­ 
leased from the farm for not to 
exceed 30 days to help in essential 
Industry, such as meat packing, 
gra in and feed mills and kindred 
industry. No permits can be grant­ 
ed. although, unless the farmer for 
whom he is working signs an ap­ 
plication which declares he can get 
along without him for a 
30-day 
period, or for a shorter period of 
time. 
War IWm rd To liule 
Local selective sendee will rely 
on the judgment of the War Board 
and the Extension Service in put­ 
ting its approval on applications. 
However, 
no application for 
re­ 
lease will be granted without per- j 
mission of the farmer who is em­ 
ploying the person applying for 
release. 
Men to be released may either 
have jobs waiting for them or may 
apply at the U. S. Employment 
Service office for placement. 
Some Industries are flooded with 
work at this time of the year, se­ 
lective service has been told, while 
farm work may be mostly cleared 
away, at least for a while. 
Farmers Advised 
Letters are being sent to each 
farm in the county by the Employ­ 
ment Service advising farm opera­ 
tors of the regulation. 
All requests for release will be 
submitted by selective service to 
the War Board and Extension 
Service. 
Persons seeking release 
can save time by applying directly 
to the War Board, located in the I 
A. A. A. office, East Main street, 
or at the Extension Service office 
in the postoffice building. 
No person properly released for 
seasonal work will jeopardize his

"Registrants with 2-C and 3-C 
classifications”, the director said,

granted deferments,

Such registrants have been defer­ 
red 
because they are skilled 
in 
agricultural 
work and, it is

lieved, selective service boards, be­ 
fore granting releases, will give 
consideration as to whether or not
